The adult beetle, Kenealy said, 
is about a quarter of an inch long, 
dull yellow in color, with black 
spots on the head. They spend the 
winter in protected places and in 
the spring the dull yellow has 
changed to a light green. They fly 
lo elm trees when (he foliage de- 
velops and feed, eating irregulai 
holes in the leaves, and from time 
to time lay yellow eggs on the un- 
derside of the leaves, usually about 
25 in number and nearly always in 
two rows, side by side. 

The eggs hatch in about a week 
and the tiny grubs feed for Ihree 
weeks, working on the underside of 
the leaf. When full grown, about 
half an inch long, they crawl down 
the tree to the trunk and pupate, 
either in bark crevices or on the 
ground. 

Best control measure, Kenealy 
said, is to spray the tree with ar- 
senate of lead during early June. 
Best results, he added, will be ob- 
tained if the work Is done with a 
power sprayer.
